Meteor scatter data generatotrs are covered inPart II arti- 
cle & then follows a more simple decade R box. Under DX, read about another top tarheel K4OCE 
considered by many the top DxXer of'em all. He gets 'em wid 7W! Alltime CQWW DX contest- 
record holders listed for both CW es phone. Don't see ole Don anywhere, but our own Vic is 
there, on 21CW fer NAmerica. That must have been the night of no-sleep, 211K plus pernts. 
That's WHKFC's stint. FB, Vic. So buy CQ and keep up wid the latest DX & all thatgid stuff. 


NOV CQ kicks off with eln keyer models and a VHF discone. The Drake SPR4 rcvr is describ- 
ed and then we read how to drop 6V from the 12V job in the car in 4x4", the evolu- 
tion of the db, improving the Eico 753 xcvr, CQ 160M contest results(3 Tarheels), lateQSCAR 
5 poop, and the usual routine depts are exposed. Lots of gud QSOs fer CQ per usual. 


SEP HAM begins orbit with usual vision; talks on P4 of microwave acoustics,then goes into 
QSO re use of MC1596G IC for balanced modulator followed by HB RTTY demodulator, 
using linear ICs.

A pocket size SB rcevr (i) 2" antenna for 40 MHz and below, IC - 
voltage regulator, lunar path scale, BC1206 conversion to 7 MHz, FET model 432 MHz conver- 
ter, and freq.tuning procedure for SSB opn are QSOd in order. A simple audio filter, use 
of ferrite beads for RFCs, eln workbench ideas, QSO with thyristors (forget the decadent 
diodes and transistors), front-end converter for 2M, and an article on the GE Voice Comman- 
der follow. The regular feature sections then make you wonder how all this good poop can 
be printed in just one issue. But it is, so be sure to pounce on Oct. HAM. (Don't be a pig 
abt it, tho, nor hog the issue.) 


SEP_70 QST starts out like lots of QSOs,with VOX, Thisisa SS job built ona small etched-ckt 

board, & housed in homebrewed alum case. Not bad, and not way-out atall.Short 
antennas Part II next (LE), then a 2 band vertical followed by QRP console (not using plug 
half-way out), and UHF couplers to measure VHF SWR all make for FB reading, and for useful 
projects. How have you been getting that 149 kHz SWR? For those tired retuning every QSY, 


-~-~read about W8PHR as he tunes his final automatically. Neat trick and he does it. DX hounds 
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will be agog at the SS contest hearing aid on p38. The Heath SB500 2-M transverter, and 
Realistic's DX150A are written up, followed by CW break-in for Collins S-line. Remote tun- 
ing the gamma or omega match and beating off unwanted tower monkeys are but 2 of the really 
tricky hints and kinks QSOd; so be sure to peruse. The 2d part of the outstanding op amp 
bit presented. Brass pounders es VOX users will be reading about new PSHR points. A list- 
ing of radio museums shows that old NC not omitted this time; visit the Nelson collection 
in Concord, home of W4AA. Expansion of phone bands is probed as is the flap over license 
fees. Read and choose sides..It was inevitable es now it comes, microwave DX on p 88. (7)

OCT Qst starts with "Got problem, will interpret" routine which all hams must read. Note 

annual change in CP hours fer winter on page 10. The first articilelis VEB ae 
list of 599 catalogs, the front line of every ham's libris. Things get complex but gud wid 
QSO on a freq counter with a bit of BCD ed on the side. Then tune in a 500W amplifier. HF 
converter for 160 thru 10 via 80M tuner, and a freq multiplier. A real useful project isa 
simple scope adaptor for eyeballing those xmtr output waveforms. Several other FB articles 
presented and then we read all abt the Heath GR78 revr es Knight revr, Oscar 5, 36% ARRL 
DX contest results (K4CIA rite up there), ARRL vs hi fees, and a brand new ARRL 160 M con- 
test in Dec, and some fine type video onpretty YLs and XYLs (they don't need midis) follow. 
This is an issue you can't put down until QRT. 


SEP Z 3 concentrates on, of all things, hamdom. The lack of diatribe es invective is 

most becoming es the ham articles are truly FBA1l.,e.g. CW identifier wid ICs, 
updating your logic theories; HB lo cost sigen, and a useful IC tester. Ken Sessions has 
art on antenna separators in FM repeaters. Intriguing bit on reed relays fer coax and a 
neat Rdecade box are described in detail. For us lemonade lovers, there is a FB QSO ona 
HB (you etymologists note "Brewed") 2M coax antenna; use this one with your Sensicon. This 
issue has to be one of the better 73s. 


OCim aa implies editors of all other mags and the ARRL staff are incommunicado, then 
rotates 90 degrees so we can read like Americans, and then talks sense, with 


understanding ICs, not like HAM but readable. A later QSO on practical IC -regulator cir- 
cuits is most worthwhile, as is a bit on phased-locked loop for AM-FM. A lo-cost function 
maker is a most useful project and then read about two-tone controlling repeaters, SS 10- 
min timer, 4-wire inverted V, and several other hardware items. Part III of GC license re- 
view follows and 73 73s a FB issue.

All amateurs are invited to participate in the North Carolina QSO Party, sponsored by the 
Raleigh Amateur Radio Society. All contacts will be made during the 32-hr. period from 1800 
GMT Saturday November 7% to O200 GMT Monday November 9%, Each station may be worked once 
on-each amateur band. The general call will be CQ NC. Phone and CW will be considered sep- 
arate contests and will require separate logs. North Carolina stations will send QSO num- 
ber, RS/T and county. (Total 100). Out-of-state stations will send QSO number, RS/T and 
ARRL section or country. North Carolina stations will score one point for each contact... 
multiplied by the number of ARRL sections plus countries. Out-of-state stations score one 
point for each contact...multiplied by the number of counties worked. 


Suggested frequencies are 3565, 3865, 3925, 7065, 7265, 14065, 14300, 21065, 21365, 28065 
and 28565 kHz. A trophy will be awarded to the top scorer in North Carolina, and also to 
the top scorer outside North Carolina. High scorer in each ARRL section will receive a cer- 
tificate. High novice scorer will receive a certificate. Logs should show total score on 
last sheet and should be mailed no later than November 30, 1970.

Mob S S.A G FE PRECEDENCE 


Most message forms contain a block somewhere near the top marked "PRECEDENCE." A message 
written on one of these forms may or may not contain an entry in this block. If there is 
no entry in this block, what precedence do we as communicators assume the message GO Carry? 
Suppose there is an "R" or an "0" or the word "URGENT"or the word EMERGENCY written in the 
block - What would they mean to us as communicators? Suppose we receive two messages at 
the same time marked "URGENT." Which one would be sent first? 


The questions listed above come up quite frequently in emergency situations, and generally 
cause quite a bit of confusion and sometimes result in misunderstandings between communica- 
tors and message originators. In almost all cases - lack of knowledge of this subject on 
the part of all parties concerned causes unnecessary delay in message handling. 


To write a single article that would answer all questions that could be raised concerning 
message precedence is next to impossible. However, the statements set forth belowwill pro- 
vide guidance that should be helpful. 


1. The ORIGINATOR of a message is responsible for assigning the proper precedence designa- 
tion; that is - the relative order in which the message of that designation is handled 
with respect to all others. 


2. The precedence designation indicates: 
(a) To the Originator - The required speed of delivery to the addressee. 
(b) To Communication Personnel - The relative order of handling and delivery. 
(c) To the Addressee - The relative order in which he should note the message. 


3. The precedence designation does not necessarily indicate how fast a message is to. be 
answered. Instructions regarding SPEED OF REPLY should be included in the text. 


4. FPollowing are widely used precedence designators and categories: 


R - ROUTINE Messages which justify transmission by rapid means.(Delivery to addressee 
within 24 hours) 


P - PRIORITY Messages require expeditious action by the addressee or furnish essential 
information for the conduct of emergency operations in progress. 
(Delivery within 1 hour if possible) 


OQ - IMMEDIATE Messages which gravely affect the protection of life, the welfare of peo- 
ple and the protection of property. (Delivery within + hour if possible.. 
if delivery delayed longer, the originator should be notified) 


Z - FLASH Messages relating to INITIAL ENEMY CONTACT or combat operations of ex- 
treme urgency. BREVITY IS MANDATORY. (Delivery to addressee as fast as 
possible - USE DUPLICATE MEANS IF NECESSARY) 


THE DELIVERY TIMES IN PARENTHESIS 
ABOVE ARE GENERAL RULES OF THUMB 


As communicators handling traffic on amateur circuits, we might be faced with a situation 
where a general understanding of the meaning of "MESSAGE PRECEDENCE" could be extremely 
helpful, so let's give the subject some thought and study.
